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ROAD AGENTS. 


Profitable Operations of a Nevada 
Gang of Highwaymen. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle, Sept. 14. 


The stage road between Carson City and 
Bodie has, since the 4th of May last and up to 
the Sth inst., been a dangerous one to those 
whose business or pleasure forced them to 
make its journey. Stage robberies have not 
been infrequent, and the solitary horseman 
and foot-traveler have all paid tribute to the 
agents who infested this road. A score of 
times, between the dutes referred to above, 
the stage plying between the two towns has 
been stopped, the treasure-box rifled of ity 
contents, and the passengers forced to de- 
live at the muzzle of a shot-gun inthe 
hands of a masked robber, while another 
man covered the driver with another shot- 
gun during the proceeding. Several attempts 
have been made to capture these two men, 
for it appears there were but two engaged, 
but they resulted in failure until the 
5th inst., when ome of the highway- 
men was shot dead, and his companion,after 
securing the contents of Welis, Fargo & Co.’s 
box, escaped forthe time being. About 1) 
o’clock on Saturday,the 4th inst., the upstage 
from Carson was stopped ata poiat between 
Sulphur Springs and Dalzeli’s, the box brok- 
en open and the contents abstracted. A short 
time before this robbery a man on horseback 
was waylaid and forced to yield up $20—all he 
had. The highwaymen then retraced their 
steps toward Carson until at a point about 
nine miles from Wellington Station, where 
they erected a barricade and awaited the ap- 
pearance of the down stage, whieh reached 
the spot about 3 o’clock in the morning.There 
was, in addition to M. M. Tobey, the regular 
shotgun messenger, an extra guard, Pom 
Woodruff, aboard. Tobey was walking and 
tracking the robbers. Coming upon them 
suddenly one of the robbers said: ‘**You’re 
trying to sneak on us, are you?’’ and at the 
game instant fired, the bail striking the off 
leader in the head, killing him instantly. An- 
other shot was fired at Tobey,but foriunately 
the bullet missed him. Tobey then told the 
robbers to stop shooting and come on,that no- 
body was firing at them. At the same time he 
backed down tothe stage and secured his 
gun. He then went back of the lights of the 
stage,took arest with his gun on the hind 
wheel and fired, killing the robber instantly. 
The other footpad onthe other side of the 
stage was firing at Woodruff, who was inside 
the stage. Tobev then went across, 
he came from behind tne 
stege received a bullet in his right 
arm, shattering one of the bones between the 
wrist and elbow, and rendering the arm use- 
less. The robber then started and ran into 
some willows by the roadside, foilowed by 
Woodruff, whom he eluded, and returned to 
the stage, where he went through the box. 
While doing so he was constantly calling to 
his comrade, who was lying on the opposite 
side of the stage cold in death, to come and 
help him. Receiving no answer and 
imagining that something was wrong, 
he hastiiy rifled the box, overlooking in 
his burry some $800 in coin. 

Detective Hume, in Wells, Fargo & Co.’s 
employ, recently visited the spot and ex- 
humed the body of the dead road agent, who 
bad been buried where he fell. Hume ex- 
amined the face of the highwayman, bu 
failed to recognize’ him, and a search of his 
clothing failed to reveal anything but a mask, 
which was made of glazed oil-cloth. What- 
ever Hume discovered during his visit thi 
could throw any lightom theidentity of the 
robbers he kept to himself until he returned 
to tbe city last Saturday, when he laid the 
matter before Chief of Police Crowley and 
Capt. Lees, to whom he stated that, from in- 
formation in his possession, he had discover- 
ed that the deceased and his companion had 
been living ina house on Minna street. On 
Saturday evening Detectives John Coffey and 
W. S. Jones visited the house and took po3- 
session of a valise, sachel and other effec's be- 
longing to the highwaymcn. These were 
opened, and a gold watch and chain and other 
other articles were found. Photographs of 
the deceased, whose name was Frank A. 
Dow, alias Keefe,alias W. C. Jones, were found. 
Detective Silvey and Officer John Wallace 
were then detailed tooccupy the room and 
await future developments. The latter, hav- 
ing a case in court yesterday morning, was 
relieved by John Coffey. About 11 o’clock, 
while Coffey was in the act of overhauling a 
valise, he was interrupted by the ringing of 
the door bell. Opening the door of the room 
sufficiently to give them a glimpse of the front 
door, they saw it opened by the lady of the 
house, who recognized and spoke to the per- 
son who had given thesummons. He stated 
that he had come to effect a change of cloth - 
ing, whereupon she invited him to enter. As 
he came abreast of the room where Coffey 
and Silvey were hiding, they quickly stepped 
out and grasped the unsuspecting individual, 
whom they forced into the room, where they 
searched him and found a pistol, 92, 500 in 
gold coin secreted in a belt around his waist, 
two certificates of deposit for $300 on the 
First National Bank, and 150 shares of the 
Tip-top Mining .Company’s stock. A roll of 
blankets which the fellow had with him attne 
ee was opened and anotber pistol found. 

his weapon was identified as one stolen from 
a box of one of the stages that had been rob - 
bed. 

The man was handcuffed and taken te the 
Central Station, where ne was subjected toa 
long and rigid examination by Capt. Lees. 
In response to inquiries, he said that his name 
was Lincoln Anthony Sharp, a native of Mis- 
souri, and aged thirty-four years. He re- 
fused to tell where he had been within tbe 
past six weeks. The Captain has the infor- 
mation that within his period Sharp had visit- 
ed the city. His dead associate he knew by 
the name of Frank Keefee, or Keith, which, 
he was not sure, and he made his acquain- 


tance somewhere about Auburn, where he 


was looking forajob. The watch which was 
found in his room, he said, was given to him 
by Keefee about two or three weeks ago. This 
watch has since been identified as onestolen 
from E. B. Shaw, agent for Cutting 
& Co., on the 19th of June, when a 
stage was robbed on the Bodie road. 
Sh during his examination frequently 


‘asked to have a charge made against him. He 


was informed that his anxiety on this score 
would be relieved ere long. To the questions 
regarding his previous occupation and where- 
abouts, he said that he had principally fol- 
lowed mining in White Pine, Pioche and 
other camps. The money found upon him he 
said was tne proceeds of hig savings. He had 
been on this coast about twelve years. and 
had worked for poe | Roe, John Allis n, 
and others. He and Keefee had money on 
deposit in the San Francisco Savings Union, 
and had drawn it out some time ago. His 
dead companion never deposited any money 
under the name of W. C. Jones. In Sharp’s 
valise were found the morocco mask which he 
wore in his robberies and a number of pieces 
of the material from which it was made. The

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MIRACLES IN ENGLAND. 


Father Ignatius Describes ‘Two Appa- 
ritions—A Monstrauee and a Spirit. 
From the New York Sua. 


Catholic Ireland, it would appar, Is not to 
be allowed to monopolize the miraculous ap- 
paritions which of late have attracted 80 
much attention to various localities of the 
Green Isle, and of which frequent accounts 
have bcen given in the Sup. Their “separated 
brethren” ofthe English Ritualistic Church 
now come forward with an apparition in 
Wales. Concerning this latter event, we 
learn from the Irish Times of September 13, 
that the celebrated Father Ignatius, the head 
of the Protestant Monastery, has written in a 
Hereford paper respecting certain alleged 
apparitions at Llanthony, Wales. He says: 

“This monastery was founded ten years 
ago, und on Monday, August 30, the events 
to be recorded took place. During the time 
of adoration before the Blessed Sacrament 
one person kneelsin silent devotion for an 
bour before the shrine, after which another 
person takes his place. On August 30, while 
ibe senior brother was before the shrine, all 
at once, on looking up. he saw distinctly the 
silver monstrance appear outside the thick 
doors ofthe tabernacle. The monstrance is 
the vessel in which the Hostis heid at bene- 
diction. A school mistress from Hay saw the 
same apparition, peither person being of an 
imaginative turn of md. The same evening 
four boys were placed in the reception 
ground after vespers, when one cane run- 
ning up to me saying, Dear Father, we 
have just seen sucha beautiful spirit in Ab- 
bot’s meadow.’ I replicd, Oh nonsense,’ 
and resumed what I was about, when other 
boys came and confirmed the statement, say- 
ing that tbey had seen a figure 
of a woman dressed in white, 
with both hands raised. From head to feet 
there was a dazzling white lght, oval-shaped, 
shining round the body. The apparation 
moved through the meadow. A boy named 
Foord. who was frightened, caught up a stick 
and said he would strike itifit came near 
him. The figure and the light, however, en- 
tered the hedge and remained standing in it. 

The boys afterward, on a strict cross-exam- 
ination, stuck to the same detaiis, one saving 
that he believed he saw the Blessed Virgin 
Mary. These are extraordisary but absolute 
facts, and the two apparitions which occurred 
on the same day seem most marvelous, as 
though God intended one to corroborate the 
otber.“ 

It is further stated that one of the Broth- 
ers“ in the monastery was cured of a violent 
face ache by the application of a dock leaf 
which grew inthe meadow where the boys 
state they saw theapparition. This one of the 
rare occasions in which Protestants are found 
laying claim to any such supernatural occur- 
rences; and it is said that the publication of 
such claims has created quite a flutter of ex- 
citement in Bnglish Protestant circles.

ing this eagerness, allowed his patient to 


have all the ice-water he could drink, aad 
four that the effect was excellent. Hereto- 
fore it has been the practice to pour brandy 
into wounded men. The Doctor is now of 
the opinion that. in muny eases ice-water 
would do them more goed. All miners are 
used to drinking great quantities of ice-water 
in the heated levels. When an accident oc- 
curs to any of them downinthe hot regions 
of a mine the chances are that, although un- 
conscious, they are almost burning up with 
thirst by the time they reach the surface, and 
allthey ordinarily getis brandy or whisky, 
which must heat instead of cooling them. 
Smith was standing on the upper deck, and 
when the cage began ralling caught hold of 
the crossbar with both hands and raised him- 
self clear of everything.

Lake Champlain, short, thick-set and middle 
aged, and Gustave Sondstrom, of Brooklyn, a 
muscular young giant. All wore swimming 
tights, and strom was the only one that 
oiled his body. At 12.04 the word was given, 
and Soodstrom plunged in first, Williams fol- 
lowing as Sondstrom came to the surface. 
Fearn was the last, and took a good ‘“*head- 
er.“ When he rose to the surface he was 
some dozen yards in the lead, having passed 
his competitors while under water. Thetide 
was running the last of the flood and in the 
swimmers’ favor as they struck out, keeping 
the city side of the river to about Sixtieth 
street, when they crossed over and pursued 
their way well in-shore to Blackwell’s Island. 
The first mile was made in exactly twenty 
minutes, Fearn leading about fifty yards 
ahead of Williams, who was fully seventy 
yards in advance of Sondstrom. Fearn used 
his over-hand or wind-aill stroke, swimming 
on his side, and cut through the water rapid- 
ly. Williams swam principally on the breast, 
and occasionally on the right side, and at all 
times made good headway. Sondstrom swa 
altogether on the breast, turning on his back 
occasionally for arest. Fearn steadily forged 


nearly half a mile. Williams was about three 
hundred yards ahead of Sondstrom, who soon 
after got into one of the innumerable eddies 
at Hell Gate and was carried a long way back. 
before he could get again into fair water. He 
took a Jong rest on his back, and when he re- 
sumed swimming struck out with a very 
powerful stroke, and for a short time rapidly 
reduced the lead Williams had gained on him. 
The meadows on Randall’s Island, where a

Soon 
after entering the bay and about two miles 
from.the dock Sondstrom and Williams, see- 
ing no chance of winning, gave up and were 
taken into boats and rowed ashore. Fearn 
continued until he was less than half a mile 
from shore, when he gotinto a current against 
which he made very little headway for several 
minutes, and then he also was breught ashore, 
having been in the water for taree hours and 
fifty-five minutes, in which time he had swam 
about thirteen miles. The men were given 
brandy and weil attended to, after which they 
showed no signs of fatigue.

THE AROOSTOOK FRENCH. 


Queer People Who Live in the Demo- 
cratic Stronghold of Maine. 
From the Boston Herald, 


The Madawaska settlement in Maine com- 
rises a strip of country lying along the St. 
obn River, beginning at Hamlin, a half dozen 

miles from Grand Falls, N. B., and extend- 
ing ina northwesterly direction fifty -miles 
up the river. There are eleven towns or or- 
ganized plantations with an aggregate popu- 
lation of something like 7,500, of which three- 
quarters or more is of French descent. The 
exiles from Acadia, immortalized in Evan · 
geline,’’ were the first settlers in this valley, 
which, though in a higher latitude than Que- 
bec, and oppressed by long and severe winters, 
of which some wonderful stories are told, is 
one of the most fertile and beautiful in New 
England. The original settlers and Canadians 
who bavejeined them occupy a wide strip of 
intervale land along the banks of the St. John. 

Travelers have often described the manners 
of this simple people. They are as unlike 
the Yankees of fifty miles to the souta of 
them as can well be imagined. They have no 
genius for accumulation, no desire for im- 
a They were born without am- 

ition, and enjoy life correspondingly. ‘‘The 
Lord got along well enough before we were 
born,“ they say, and he will after we are 
gone.“ A New England man would call 
them sbiftless. Their farming is of the most 

rimitive order. There has been no change 
n thestyle of their buildings for a century 
and manufactures they have none. Yet they 
are industrious in their way. Their wants 
are few and easily supplied. A few months 
work at lumbering in winter provides what 
ready money they see during the year. The 
traders handle less money than anywhere else 
in the country. Barter isthe rule, not the 
exception. They area happy people, and the 
strains of @ fiddle, such as can frequently be 
beard by the traveler, will at any time keep a 
comm of them in contented idleness for half 
a day. 

They are religious, not to say superstitious. 
They are ardent Catholics, andthe churches 
which they have erected arein striking con- 
trast to the prevailing architecture. A con- 
vent and school on the New Brunswick side 
of the river are noted throughout the whole 
section, and the latter is well patronized by 
parents all the way from Grand Falls to Que- 
bec. It is a sight to see the throngs making 
their way toward church of a Sunday morn- 
ing. Some on foot, some on horseback, some 
in carriages which carried fasbionable people 
half a century ago, some in gigs of the rud- 
est home manufacture, here a half dozen ina 
wagon, there a large party in a hay- rack. 
They will Start, many of them, 
three or four hours before mass, 
and drive all distances, from 
one to a dozen miles. The feast days of the 
church are celebrated as nowhere else in New 
England. After mass the priest gives notice 
of any coming occurrences likely to be of in- 
terest to his flock, such as the fact that a 
trader will be ata designated place on a given 
day to buy cattle, for thefpeopile, it should be 
remembered, have no nemepapers and could 
not read them if they had. After mass, too, 
when an election approaches, the candidates 
for office are allowed and expected to har- 
angue the people from the steps of the 
church. One Sunday last year the writer 


saw the hat knocked from the head of a young 


Portlander who was standing, not in the 
church nor the vestibule, but some feet 
from the door, and intending no disrespect. 

An bour later, mass being over, an eloquent 
native was addressing his fellow-citizens on 
his claims to an election as Representative 
from the very same spot. And this brings us 
to the matter of elections. The French vote 
has been practically solid for the Democratic 
party. James C. Madigan, who died last 
year, could control every man of them. In 
national issues little interest is felt. The 
speeches which are made deal chiefly with lo- 
cal and coufity matters. A representative to 
the Legislature who wants a re-election is 
held to a strict account for every act or vote 
of his which could have any bearing upon the 
welfare of the people. 


He Wanted to Hang.

Thegury in the case of the State of Ohio 
against Conrad Rentanbauch, in the Court of 
Common Pleas. charged with the murder of 
J. M. Lehman, at Hardin Station, on the Bee 
Line Railway, returneda verdict of murder 
in the first degree.

The conductor and brakeman then put 
him off by force, but as the train started up 
again he drew a revolver, and, after firing at 
the brakeman on the top of the car, spran 
on the platform, leveled his revolver, an 
fired through the rear window of the car, the 
ball striking a passenger, J. M. Lehman, who 
was sitting in his seat, entering near the 
right eye and passing through the brain. The 
murderer leaped fromthe train and disap- 
peared in the woods. Lehman died in a short 
time after being shot. He was a young man, 
and had been married but abouta month, 
During the trial, Rentanbauch exhibited the 
utmost unconcern, and when the jury was 
about to retiré to their room, after receiving 
the charge of the Judge. he raised his chin, 
stuck out his tongue, and winked and mo- 
tioned to the jury as if to say hang me. 
The sentiment of the people is that the ver- 
dict is just.

THE RETREAT OF JOSEPAINE. 


Reminiscences of the Chateau Malmaj. 
son that is About to be Sold. 
From Galignani’s Messenger. 


All tbe old historical French chateaux are 
gradually falling under the auctioneer’s ham. 
mer or crumbling away in ruins. Chenon. 
ceaux, the favorite residence of Diane de Poi. 
tiers and Catherine de Medicis, now belongs 
to a Qepublican deputy who, two years ago 
entertained therea number ofthe most fer. 
vent admirers of Pau! Louis Courier, the arch. 
enemy of monarchs. Fouquet’s palace at 
Vaux is now the property of a sugar refiner: 
Luciennes, built for Mme. Dubarry, is in 
the hands of a manufacturer; Sardou is the 
owner of the palace of the Mont- 
morencys; alinen-draper has bought Cham. 
arande, a gift of Napoleon III. to the Duke 
ot Persigny; a score of others have had asim. 
ilar destiny, while Meuden, St. Cloud and the 
Tuileries have been reduced to heaps of ruins, 
But the Malmaison is richer in attaching no. 
ble souvenirs than they all; itis the freshest 
oasis in the whole of Napoleon’s career of de- 
vastation. 


Madame Bonaparte bought the property in 
1798 for the trifling sum of £6,400, and there it 
was that the future Empress Josephine spent 
the happiest and most sorrowful portions of 
her life. Her Thursday receptions form a 
picture of delightful repose in the midst of 
those busy, boisterous times. There she hela 
acourt surrounded by beauties, poets and 
artists, among whom were Bernardin de St. 
Pierre, Legouve, Joseph Chenier, Picard, 
Collin d’ Harleviile, Volney, Talma, Ducis, 
Lesueur, Girodet, Nepomucene Lemercier, 
whom, Republican though he was, Josephine 
won over tothe cause of the First Empire, 
and a host of other men of talent. 
The charm of those Thursdays was 
still further heightened by the dazzling 
beauty ofthe future Queen Hortense, the 
Countess Fanny de Beauharnais, Mme. Tal- 
lien, Mme. d’Houdetot, Mme. Caffarelli and 
many others. Phe army of elite endeavored, 
by elegance of language, dress and manners, 
to stem the current of coarseness, brutality 
and violence let loose by the revolution. At 
times a thin, little man, with yellow com- 
plexion, hair lying flat on his head. and 
sparkling black eyes, might be seen talking in 
a retired corner with a general in uniform, 
and might be heard breaking into the general 
conversation, so elegant and so recherche, 
with a brusque,concise and decisive soldierly 
phrase. This was young Gen. Bonaparte. 


It was at the Malmaison that the eighteenth 
Brumaire was prepared. It was there, too, 
that Lemercier read his tragedy of Charle - 
magne” to the First Consul, who wanted him 
to change the denouement, so as to show the 
conquered nations coming to Charlemagne to 
offer him in great pomp the crown and empire 
of the East. The consulate raised Malmaison 
to its highest splendor, but no sooner hada 
Napoleon become Emperor than* Josephine’s 
modest) chateau was abandoned for the pala- 
tial magnificence of St. Cloud. After the 
diverce, La Melmaison became the Kimbolton 
ofthe modern Catherine of Aragon. The 
fallen Empress pined and died there dur- 
ing the first invasion. The allied sovereigns 
invited themselves to dine with her,and it was 
while showing the Emperor of Russia the 
grounds that Josephine caught the cold that 
carried her to the grave threediys later. Af- 
ter Waterloo Napoleon revisited the scene of 
the only happiness he had ever known, and 
paid a nocturnal visit to the tomb of hisonce- 
loved Josepbine. On leaving the Malmaison 
he went direct to Rochefort, where the Belle- 
rophon was waiting for bim. La Malmaison 
has, it 1s understood, been bought by a spec- 
ulator, who intends to sell it in small lots. In 
future somethrifty peasant will no doubt 
sleep in the chamber where the conqueror of 
a world was about to seek repose. 


A Reminiscence of 1812. 
From the Boston Traveler. 


Miss Rebecca W. Bates, of Scituate Har- 
bor, one of the heroines of 1812, has just cel- 
ebrated her eighty-seventh anniversary at the 
old homestead. Two sisters, Rebecca and 
Abigail, daughters of the light-house keep- 
er at Scituate, played a part in the Ren- 
Oe ee as. noteworthy as that of 
Barbara Fritchie. The light.house of the 
above period was made the scene of a fife and 
drum victory over an English blockade in 
Scituate harbor. Two American vessels were 
coming into the harbor laden with flour. As it 
was shallow the man-of-war was afraid to 
venture and manned two boats to pursue 
them. They were fast gaining on them when 
seen by Rebecca and Abbie Bates, when go- 
ing out to pick up chips to boil the tea-kettle 
for the evening meal. The place was under 
the protection of Home Guards,” who, not 
apprehending apy danger, were on a forage 
in a huckleberry patch. The girls had be- 
come familiar with ammunition and military 
music. Perceiving the danger, one of the 
sisters proposed to face the enemy with guns, 
but taking in the fearful odds, had recourse 
to a stratagem. They fled to aside of the 
light-house, so as to be concealed from the 
enemy, and one of them with stentorian yoice 
called the roll. In an instant after Rebecca 
struck a martial air on the fife, and Abbie 
hammered on the drum lustily. The music 
reached the British, a flag was hoisted, and 
the two boats wheeled about, and in the act 
a seaman fell overboard, but was seized neck 
and heels and hauled in. The music also 
alarmed the absent guards, who returned in 
time to raise tumultuous cheers as the ene- 
my were departing, the ladies playing 
‘¢+Yankee Doodle.“ These two sisters never 
married, although they had several pro- 
posals. 

They were very industrious and could ply 
the needle and thread onany kind of gar- 
ment, for male or female. Their family is 
remarkable for their longevity. Their father 
died when very aged, and their mother 87, 
and their paternal grandfather more than 100. 
One sister, Mrs. Jane Curtis, is in her *#th 
year, and another, Mrs. Hawthorne, is in her 
79th. The house occupied by these two 
celebrities was built by their grandfather 140 
years ago, and is in a wonderful state of 
preservation.

PITTSBURG Telegraph: Mr. Simpson 
Horner, it is pretty authoritatively stated, 
will not rebuild the Mary Ann or the Simpson 
Horner either. Mr. Horner is nearing his 
three - score years and ten, has accumulated 
enough of this world’s ‘‘dross’’ to livein 
comfort for the balance of his days, and he 
proposes to withdraw from the New Orleans 
coal trade, at least, if not from the coal ship- 
ping trade entirely. 

LOUISVILLE daily: Howis this? As near 
as it can be estimated the number of lives lost 
during the fiscal year of 1880 from the differ- 
ent classes of accidents to which steamboats 
are subjected will not exceed 186 against 176 
in 1879. And these figures don’t refer to 
Western and Southern boats alone, but all 
boats everywhere. Most of the lives were lost 
on Eastern and Northern vessels. Now tet 
the railroads of the country show up“ and 
see what is the safest to travel on—rail or 
river. 

THE Golden City is the longest stern-wheel 
boat on the Mississippi, and isalse one of 
the finest and fastest. She was built by Perry 
Tharp, at Cincinnati, for Capt. Hegler, three 
years ago, and has proven herself asuccess in 
every respect. She is 307 feet long by forty- 
one feet beam and seven feet depth of hold, 
and will carry 1,000tons. Her draught is 
only twenty-five inches. She has four steel 
boilers, twenty-eight feet long by forty-eight 
inches diameter, six lap-welded flues in each, 
and cylinders sufficiently large to drive her at 
a lively rate of speed.— [Louisville Daily.

His Wife. Sleeps Beside the Dead Body

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Jacob Thomas, acooper, 51 years, com- 
mitted suicide at his home, No. 220 Les- 
perance street,’’ was one of the messages tel- 
egraphed to police headquarters from the 


Second District Station this morning. A Post- 
DISPATCH reporter was soon at the number in- 


dicated. The house,a neat little one-sto 
brick, was ciosed. In the front room an 
about a bed stood a dozen neighbors, some 
9 others turning away in disgust, On 
the bed lay the body of a powerful man, nearl 
six feet in height. In his right hand the rigi 
fingers tightl grasped a smali-caliber 
tive-cbambered revolver. From a small spot 
ot clotted blood on the left side of the dirty 
white shirt asmall stream of blood trickled 
down toward the chest. Nothing more couid 
be seen at firstsight. Under the head thick 
black blood poured trom asmall hole in the 
temple down under the 1 the mat · 
tie ces. From the crowd the reporter search- 


td out the dead man’s wife and from her ob- 


tained the fonowtng 
STORY OF THE SUICIDE 
which she related in German: 121 always ex- 
pected he would do this. He was always talk - 
ing about killing himself or somebody else. 
Muy be he was right, but a good man wouldn't 
think of killing himself for no more reason 
than he did. e was vorn in Germany and is 
a cooper by trade. Once we were pretty well 
off, but then be began to stop paying his debts, 
he began drinking very hard and we got 
worse and worse, and now he goes and kills 
himself. We bought tbis littie house and lot, 
but did not Day foritintull. He was thinking 
that we could not pay off any more of the debt 
and this often depressed him. He was very 
cross and always spoke of killing himself. He 
went to his daughter-in-law afew months ago 
and told her that he had 
NOTHING IN THE WORLD TO LIVE FOR 

except one of his sons, whom he loved better 
than anybody eise in the world. Once he said 
he wquid shoot himself if we did not buy him 
five cents’ worth of beer. We bougbt the beer 
and then he did not say anything more about 
it. He was quarreling with all of us; he said 
he would killone of the boys who does not 
wol k because he stayed about the house. He 
fired a shot at him once but did not hit him. I 
always knew he would kill himselt but I did 
not think he was going to kill himself last 
night. Hecame home about 2 o’clock yes- 
tel day afternoon and he was very drunk. 
I did not say anything to him, because he used 
to beat me when he was drunk and I made him 
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ponent, Mr. White, will have bis 
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mad. After staying aboutthe house he went } 


intothefrontroom and shut the door. 
said he wanted to go tosleep. About 4 o' clock 
I heard a great deal of noise in the room as it 
he was shoving things about, but I would not 
go in, for I was uatraid. Between 5 and 6 
o’cicck in the evening I heard a great deal of 
noise again, and afterwards a pistol shot. I 
Idid not go into the room then, either, 
tor Ithought be was cleaning or handling his 
pistol as be often used todo. I did not open 
the door at all. Everything was quiet again 
and I looked into the room about 8 o’clock 
and saw bim lying on the bed. He did not 
light the lamp at all. He was lyiog on the 
right side of the bed just in the same position 
he is in now. 
I THOUGHT HE WAS ASLEEP 

and did not want to wake him. A iftttie while 
aiter I went in myself, and after I un- 
dressed Iwent to bed beside nim. He had 
nis revolver in bis hand, but I saw he was not 
awake, andl am so much afraid of firearms 
that I did not touch it. Soon utter I lay down 
I went to steep, and did not wake until this 
mornirg, whenl looked at him more closely. 
I tnen saw he was dead. As soon as 1 could 
dress I told my neighbors about it, and they 
told the policeman. He must have killed him- 
seif yesterday afternoon between five and six 
o’ciock. when 1 heard the pis- 
tol shot, and ] slept beside 
the dead body all night. Oh, 1 hate to think 
ofit. Despondency on account of not making 
much money and drink was the only causel 
can think of for his committing suicide.“ 

After many questions she said trat her hus- 
band and one of her grown sons were on very 
bad terms and had frequentiy made serious 
tbreats against each other, but she was posi- 
tive that he had killed himself at the time und 
under the circumstaaces given above. 
Suicide was his whole thought, and a 
number of bis acquaintances who called 
to look atthe body said that he was continu- 
ally speaking aboutit and remarked what an 
easy thing it was to do. One shot, he tre- 
quently said, and ail this trouble is over.“ 
He leaves a family of five children, tour of 
whom are grown. His bad temper had made 
a wide separation in the affections of the 
family and the father, and undoubtedly had 
much to do in somewhat unsettling the 
mother’s mind.

CATTLE—The receipts were comparatively 
light for the week now ended, and this had the 
effect of preventing an active market. The 
pulk of the offerings comprised mainly lignt 
and medium grades and this was also a draw- 
back. Towards the close of our re- 
view the demand for good and 
fancy native steers was quite urgent. 
On Thursday, the opening dav of our re- 
view, there was considerable ‘‘draggi- 
ness’’ in the cattle market and 
the transfers were light. Total offerings were 
small and mainly cf common mixed native 
butchers’ stuff, as cows, heifers, light steers 
and Southwest cattie. There were no grass 
Texans offered, consequently the canners aud 
local speculators had to turn their 
attention to mixed butchers’ stuff, which was 
slow of disposal atlow prices.

The de- 
mand from the different classes of buyers Was 
quite fir, and this was especially the case 
trom shippers and exporters for good heavy 
und fancy native steers. Offerings scant and 
mainly of common and medium grades of la- 
dian and Southwest stoek, and this as a matter 
ot course ruled out shippers almost entirely. 
Local speculators and the canners were 
the leading operators, they aying 
trom $2 40@3 35 per 100 ths. Stock and feed- 
ing steers scarce and not wanted. Milch cows 
with calves duil. Saturday—Supply = scant 
and not enough to make a mar- 
ket. The few car loads that land- 
ed early in the morning found prompt dispos- 
alto the Canning Company at strong prices. 
Notwithstanding the fact that it was the,closing 
day of the calendar we: k., the demand from 
the diflerent classes ot buyers was quite free and 
would have ensued had the of- 
ferings proved fair and of desirable grades.

Grant in His Tour Around the Wori 
in the City. 


Mr. John Russell Young and lady arrived 
at the Lindell this morning, from California.

Gen. S. Bright, and is en route to New York, 
where he will resume his labors on the Her- 
ald.

Second Day of the Annual Con- 

vontion of the Missouri 

225 Diocese. i 

A Warm Discussien on the Word“ Cath- 
olic >—Reports of the Officers, 


To-day was the second day of the diocesan 
convention of the Episcopal Church ot the 
State. The clerical delegates assembled at St. 
George's Church, on Chestnut and Beaumont, 
at 9:30 o’clock this morning to partake of the 
sacrament of the holy communion. The regular 


morning session ot the convention was set for 
10 o eloer, butthe reverend gentlemen were 
a little slow in getting to work, probably from 
the long sessions of yesterday, which closed 
with a handsome reception at Bishop Robert- 
son’s pesidence, 2727 Chestnut street. At the 
celebration ot communion this morning all 
the,delegates were present, as well as quite 
a number of lav communicants and members 
ofthe various Episcopal churches of the city. 
More ladies were observed than upon the 
opening day. The services connected with 
thecelebrating ot the communion were im- 

ressively read by Bishop Robertson, assisted 

y the Rev. Dr. Fulton, rector of St. George, 
and especially was the general 
cantession of faith with responses 
earnestiy given. After the solemn oblation 
and invocation, an appropriate hymn was 
sung while the bishop partook of the bread 
and Wine and passed to the other priests and 
deacons, and then to the general congrega- 
tion, they kneeling all the time with heuds 
bowed in silent pruver. The ceremony ciosed 
with the usual bymn. 

Immediately on the close of the communion 
service the regular business of the convention 
was proceeded with. The Rey. Bishop Rob- 
ertson took the chair, and the secretaries, 
Messrs. John R. Triplett, of Christ Church, 
and A. Leslie, ot Trinity Church, resumed 
their places. Tables were introduced and the 
meeting declaied by the president ready for 
business. 

' AT ROLLCALL, 

which took place at avout 10:45 o’clock, most 
of the clerical delegates responded to their 
numes, but the lay delegates were conspicuous- 
ly ausent. Afew new delegates were present 
who arrived from outside districts last night. 
The Rev. Mr. Austin was added totherol!, the 
committee on credentials having certified to 
his identity with the convention. 

The presiding Bishop notified all present 
that they were at liberty to use bis library 
during their stay in the city. Reports of 
standing committees were then culled tor, but 
none were in readiness. Thereport of the 
tiustee of the permunent fund was called for, 
but the gentieman having it in charge 
had left it elsewhere and wanted more 
time. The Standing Committee reported the 
nominations made during the past yearinthe 
State for priestly orders and vacancies filled. 
The Rev. P. G. Robert made the report, which 
was quite a lengthy one, with many small nomi- 
natious. Tue chief appointment was that of 
Dr. Fulton to St. George's Church, made 
necessary 7 the resignation ot Dr. Holland, 

The Rev. J. H. Jardin annapnced thas he 
would offer a resolution similaf in purpose to 
one made yesterday relating tothe use ot the 
term ‘‘American Catholic Church’’ in sending 
a greeting to «a Bishop Herzog. of 
Switzerland. Mr. Jardin’s motion only changed 
theideaottne former motion by leaving out 
the words ‘‘American fCatholic Church sends 
greeting. Objections were made by a number 
01 delegates to this motion, und the 
president. decided that the subject 
had been settled unless on a regular motion to 
reconsider. The matter was correctly brought 
before the house by moving of such reconsid- 
eration by Rev. J. M. Curtis, who voted with 
the majority on the preceding day. Consid- 
erable feeling was here displayed and an at- 
tempt was wade to choke off tne vote by various 
hindering motions. The vote was, however, 
finally taken by yeus and nays, the members 
voting with considerable animation. The re- 
sult was the lossofthe motion to reconsider. 

The Rev. Mr. Thorpe then offered the follow- 


ing: 

Resolved, That this convention hails. with 
pleasure the visit to this country of the Right 
Rev. Bishop§ Herzog. 

Mr. Jardin objected and held that nothing 
oughtto go out as a vote of this convention in 
which no mention was made of the creedin 
which we ail believe. Dr. Runzie thought it 
to be a shame that such trivial matters 
should be allowed to take up the 
time of a great convention where souls were to 
be suved. He moved the subject be laid oa tne 
tuble permanently. It was so ordered. Treas- 
urer Joseph D. Franklin reported the finances 
of the association for the past year us follows: 
The assessments made on the various church- 
es of the State amounted in total to $4,498 75. 
At the last report there was on hand in the 
treasury 5833 09. From pioceeds of the Sale 
of a note $1,945 34 was received during the 
year. The expenses of the year were: Bishop’s 
salary, $3,500; bishop’s traveling expenses. 
5189 73; general small expenses, $364 14; 
now on hand in notes, $3,538 75. It was 
moved that the treasurer beinstructed toin- 
vest all the funds in his possession in good 
real estate. 

The respective amounts of assessments paid 
in by the St. Louis churches were as follows: 
Mount Calvary, $2 30; St. Peter's. $100; St. 
George's, $475; Good Shepherd, $80; Obrist, 
$586; Holy Communion, 3420; St. Paul (col- 
ored) $18 40; St. Jonn’s, 370. There were no 
debinquents in St. Louis, out many in the State 
at large. 

When the hour of adjournment of the morning 
sessioh Was reached, at 1 p. m.. the reports of 
Su. all committees were still under discussion. 
The night session takes place at 7:30 o’clock.
